~ FATAL DUBL.

It is known to many of our readers that a doel
was fought near Clarleston, on Mouday, 29th ult.,
between Edward Mageath and W. R. Taber, jr.,
one of the editors of the Charleston Mercury. Mr.
Taber fell at the third fire, the ball taking effect
in his forehead.  Fle survived but an hour.

This anfortunate occurrence grew ont of the pub-
Tication in the Mercury of a series of three articles
reviewing the claims of Judge A. G. Magrath to the
position of Representativein Congress from Charles-
wn Distrioct. Regarding them asgrossly personal,

* the brother of Judge Magrath sent n peremptory

challenge to Mosars. Heart and Taber, and the
death of Mr, Taber was the consequence of the
meeting.
* Without giving an opinion upon the cause of
quarrel, we may say that the death of W. R. Taber
is a publio calamity - He was a noble hearted gen-
tleman-—ardent in all that engaged his mind or en-
listed his feelings. Gifted in oratory, brilliant in
writing, his contributions to the paolitical literature
of the State bad alrendy, in his brief carcer, chal-
lenged attention abroad in the eountry and admira-
tion at_home. Thoronghly Southeen, his efforts
bad been sedulously bent upon bringing up the
mind of his section 1o the great issue soon to be
tried between the South and North. And, in this
point of view, however we may have differed with
him as to time and means, we regard his deatha
great loas to the State,

COL. ORR’S SPEECH.

Our Representative, Col. James L. Orr, addr. es-
ed a large assemblage of his constituents in the vil-
lage on Sale-duy.

He gave a succinet history of the nction of fanati-
cism during the recent session of Congress—from
the contest for Speaker down 1o the final passage of
the Army Appropriation bill at the Extra Session,
snd then entered vpon the general politios of the
country, as involved in the Presidential canvass,
He regarded Mr. Buchanan as entirely reliable,
Judging him by all his anteocdents, and hoped for
hiselection. This was exceedingly problematical,
however, and late eventr had shaken his confidence
in such an issue of the contest. While ke did not
avow the opinion to canse punic or needless alarm,
it was due to truth and frankness to say, that he re-
garded tho electivn of Fremont by no means im-
probable. Should it 1ake place, it ought 1o revola-
tionizethe Government, beeause Mr, Fremont must
illusteate the policy of the fanatical Black Repabli-
can party which put him in power, and that policy
would deny to the South the equality guarantied by
the Constitution. For himself, he wogld strike
against all Governments that did not give us equali-

/Ay of rights and privileges.

Col. Orr reviewed the late elections, showiug

how rapidly the Northern mind is absorbiag Black
Republican doctrines. Unlike other ococasions:
where there were evasions and deceptions, thoe
Demoeratie party are now meeting the issue, rud
defending the gunrantees of the Constitation. At
this point, be nlluded to the dissatisfuction existing
with some of our editors upon the doetrine of squat-
ter sovercignty.  Hebelieved it impossible to satis-
fy some men. They would oppose anything upon
o quibble. Proposs to carry them to Heaven,
Enochi-like, and they would grumble at it as unu-
sunl and ansuthorized.

1y to admission into the Union as a State, had the
power to say in their organie law what institutions
they would or would not have.

Reverting to the seetional issue, he said if the
ained of the South is made up not to live under
Black Repablican domination, it mattered little how
woon the issue was made—-the soconer the better.
The question cannot be adjourned more than four
years, fudging by the accumulating Northern sen-
timent. Ho regarded this Government as under
the peculiar favor of Providence, manifested in
muny ways. If the danger waa to be averted from
us, to God only could we louk for such interposition
as will roll from our korizon the gathering storm,
now black and lowering.

Thaoking his coustituents for the confidence
heretofore reposed in him, he announced himself
A candidate for re-clection for one term more—and
the last. After two years more of service he
micant Lo retire for the prosecution of private inter-
oals,

Col. Orr was warmly greeted by hix coustituents,
and wo are sure bis reception satisfied him of the
unabated confidence of the people of Spartanburg.
